‘During the past three years 3,377 
obUdren have been ar r ested for serious 
esuses sad brought before the ObUdten’s 
Court Is the olty of Kew Fork. These 
oblldrea were all paroled uader coo- 
ditto os which produced ea Improve¬ 
ment to environment, end of this num¬ 
ber 83.9 per cent, were eo helped by the 1 
ehange tbst they have not been futtty 
of a second offence. Tbese staUsUos 
are corroborated by reports from differ¬ 
ent Institutions In our own State,’ 

These facta seem to lead fairly to tbs 
cot elusion tbst the group of Children 
we have In mind are creatures of en¬ 
vironment rather than creatures of 
heredity, and that their sarroaDdlngs 
will largely determine what their future 
lives will be. But they are not respon¬ 
sible for their surroundings even though 
we are going to bold them strictly 
accountable for tbelr conduot wben they 
grow to years of manhood and woman¬ 
hood. 

There Is a point somewhere la the 
Uvea of these youog people when their 
Influence upon tbelr young associates 
reaches the danger line, and wben this 
point la reached the process of segrega¬ 
tion should take plaoe at coca. The par¬ 
ent of the normal child dots not want hie 
boy subjected to demoralising lrflueaens, 
and the parent of the other boy does 
not want him subjected to the Influences 
of the Reform School. What can be 
done to satisfy both tbese parents? We 
have tried the organization of special 
classes, and although they ere helpful 
they are not altogether satisfactory, 
largely because tbe pupils are uoder 
our control but Qve hours out of the 
twenty-four. If we oould but keep them 
with us all the time we believe tbe 
problem would be solved. 

This leads to the suggestion of tbs 
Parental School, which has proved a 
happy solution of ibis problem wherever 
It has been tried. As the name Indi¬ 
cates, this school Is designed to furnleh 
the right kind of home Influence for our 
unfortunate youog frtende. The chil¬ 
dren are supplied with all the oomforts 
of a well regulated home and are con¬ 
tinually under the oare of skilled men 
and women whose lives are devoted to 
this Hue of work and who are very 
successful In supp'ylng the love and 
cheer of the normal home. 

A larga number of these schools have 
been established In different parts of 
our oountry. Tbslr organization aod 
administration vary as to dotalls in 
different communities, but tbs underly- 
lng principles are about the same and 
they alLhave a common purpose, vto , 
tbs development of tbe neglected or 
wayward boy Into a true man and the 
development of the neglected or way¬ 
ward girl Into a pure woman.

You pall probably know something of 
our Bt#ta school for boys, better known 
as the Reformed School for Boys at 
Jameeburg, our Reformatory at Rahway 
sod our State School for Girls at Tren¬ 
ton, but possibly tbe term Parental 
Bohool: la new to many ot yon. Tbe 
namea of tbe firs# two of these Institu¬ 
tions—Reformed School and Reforma¬ 
tory—Indicate the nature of the work 
being {tone within their ooaflnee. The 
greater paxt of the Inmates of all three 
Institutions are bpys or youths, girls or 
very young woman who have committed 
crtmeA of a more or leea serious nature, 
or nr ad have poorly developed Ideas of 
morality. They have reached those 
Institutions by commitment of lbs 
court, partly beoanse of tbe bad lollu- 
enee they were exerting over other 
young people, and aleo with tbe hope 
that a complete change of environment 
mtgbtllead them to adopt better habits 
of llvlog. These schools are handling 
tbelr j problems In a very satisfactory 
manner and ara producing splendid 
results as a careful study of tbelr 
statistics will show. 

But educators have long realized that 
tbereile another problem which la some 
respects is much like the one just out¬ 
lined; but whlsb possesses certain 
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While general satisfaction la felt ovar

An In¬ 
quiry as to the present testing capaolty of 
eqoh School, the present registration of 
pfiptis, and the oomlng year's prospective 
growth In the several school districts 
shows the situation to be as follows: 

Bcbool No. 2 (Berkeley) bas seating 
capacity for 317 pupils; the registration 
in tbst school In January of this year 
was 336 pupils, and the average attend¬ 
ance Is 90 per sect, of tbe registration. 
The number of new pupUs that Berkeley 
Bcbool will be called upon to take In 
When the spring term opens will swell 
the registration beyond tbe seating ca¬ 
pacity of the school, and Inquiry In tbe 
Berkeley School district as to tbe pos¬ 
sible number of n« w houses to be built 
la 1906 shows a report of about fifty 
houses. Tbe report, It should be stated, 
•embraces tbe building ecbeme of the 
Franklin Hill Land Company, which In¬ 
cludes thirty new houses. Application 
•for water connection for five of these 
proposed^ bouses Is now In the bands of 

The balance of 
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are prospected In that part of tbe towd 
than in any other. Falrvlew School bas. 
aeating capacity for 348 pupils, and tbe 
regiatratloc In January was 392 and tbe 
average attendance 316. There are now 
on file at Falrvlew School 29 applica¬ 
tions far admission at tbe opening of tbe 
spt ng term, and tbe number of appli¬ 
cations will be Increased before tbe 
spring term opens. Projected new 
booses In the Falrvlew School district 
In 1906 number 28 dwellings and this 
number Is likely to be Increased. 

Bcbool Not 8, (Watsesalng), bas a seat¬ 
ing capacity of 396 pupils; tbe registra¬ 
tion In January waa 326, and the aver¬ 
age attendance 293. Here again- 
appear* a surplus of seating capacity 
over registration, but as In the Center 
School and #11 tbe other schools when 
tbe seating capacity Is compared with 
class room requirements, there Is a few 
vacant seats In some class rooms and a 
deficiency In other olass rooms. In¬ 
quiry In the Watsesalng School distrlot 
as to future building projeots results In 
a report that 30 houses will be built In 
tbe distrlot in 1906. This Includes a 
block of seventeen bouses In Llewellyn' 
avenue whleh m&y^aot materialize, but 
assursnoes have been given by the own¬ 
ers of the property that tbe houses will 
be built this year. 

Tbe summary of tbe school room situ- 
tlon embraces tbe five large school 
booses of the town. The other schools 
are the High School, Brookdale School 
and the branch school at the olty Hoe, 
known; aa No. 6. None of tbe last 
named buildings oan afford aoy relief 
for tbe first named five. In fact. School 


$22,240; New York and Greenwood Lake

Ta* Board claimed for dial city 
per centage of valuation ihaa waa abown 
in other parts of the county. Mr. L-wey 
admitted that instances might be shown 
in the city of aasestment* below the 
average, but they were exception* to lb* 
general rule. 

Mr. Lower favored a maximum tax 
rate measure as the beat means for meet¬ 
ing the constitutional requirement* in 
the assessment of property. 

The member* of the State Board made 
particular inquiry into the method* oft 
assessing personal property. All the 
assessor* had to admit of a laxity iu that 
direction, owing to the difficulty of as¬ 
certaining the value o£ personal prop¬ 
erty lteld by individual!. 

The assessors were told that they mast 
find more personal property, and in cases 
where a neglect to make return to the 
assessors occurred the requirements of 
the law must be carried out. 

Specific inquiry was also made as to 
the assessment of poll tax. Tbe city of 
Orange assessors were called to account 
for not assessing more polls. Only about 
r.oeo -polls ware asaeaaed in Orange last 
year and Bast Orange a aa eased 6,ooo» 
Major Lentz called the attention of tba 
Orange assessors to the difference and 
demanded an explanation. Assessor 
Dykman of Orange said it was probably 
due to the fact that Orange had a large 
transient population. The excuse was 
not accepted, and the Orange i—iaaina 
were told to copy the registry lists in 
their city if they could not get the names 
of people liable to assessment for poll 
tax. In other places whyre the poll tazr 
list did not show anything like a fair 
comparison with the population the as¬ 
sessors were gi’ *n to understand that tba 
poll tax must be assessed more thor¬ 
oughly. 

The board clearly intimated to the 
assessors present that the maximum tax 
law was to be enforced, and that asses¬ 
sors must adjust their valuations to con-* 
form to it.

Iu order to explain still fditfier tbe 
organization, maintenance and oooduo- 
tlon of tbe schools, I will quote from 
one of tbe reports oi* tbe Council of Ed¬ 
ucation of the State of Ne w Jersey, as 
follows;

with the most approved scientific meth¬

Tbe only 
satisfactory solution Is to enlarge some 
of tbe preeqnt school-houses, and when 
tbe wotk Is Undertaken It should be of a 
seope sufficient to anticipate tbe needs 
of at Itast five years. 

Tbe next question Is wblob school * to 
enlarge. That the Falrviaw 8chool is 
oue that sb#uld be enlarged is beyond 
dispute. Brookslde might be suggested 
as another, but a new sobool in Brook- 
dale is a oojalng necessity, end when it 
Is built it will be Jarge^ enough to take 
In some of the present territory of tbe 
Brookdale School, and benoe any present 
enlargement of that school is not deemed 
advisable Of necessary. 

Tbe enlargement of the Watseaelng 
School, It Is thought, offers the beat 
remedy for relief. With the Fall view and 
Watseaelng school-houses enlarged by 
the addition of several class-rooms to 
each of them, tbe Ceotre Bcbool acd 
Berkeley bdbool districts could be lim¬ 
ited In area, and tbe number of puplie 
reduced to tbe comfortable capacity of 
the class-rooms in etch of those schools.
